A New Temperance Movement. 


The Republican Temperayée Guard! 
is an organization within't ding lg - 
can party in Masaachusett® whose ob- | 
ject is to strengthen public sentinel, 


to secure more stringent legislation and 


' the-better enforcement of laws against 
Sethe liquor traffic. 


Its executive com- 
miittee indlades' well known and hon- 
ored names and its chairman is ex-Gov- 
ernor John D. Long. It seeks to form 
a local committee in every city and 
town, who shall bring to bear, as far as 
possible, legitimate influence in favor 
of temperance measures npon their 
representatives to the Legislature and 
in general heartily to co-operate in the 
work cf the organization, Among the 
objects sought are laws forbidding the 
sale of liquors to be drunk on the prem- 
ises except to those who have resorted 
to the premises for food, the better re- 
striction of transportation of liquor 
into no license, towns, greater limita- 
tion in the issue of special licenses to 
summer resorts, making the no license 
vote to stand for three years, and _ pro- 
viding that a three-fifths vole shall be 
required to place a municipality under 
license. , 

This organization does not claim to 
be the only worthy one in the field of 
temperance reform, nor does it limit 
its members to effcrts within its ewn 
lines. It simply sets forth as its aim 
the suppression of he saloon nuisance 
in every locality. It will endeavor to 
stimulate able public speakers and to 
open to them opportunities to interest 
communities in this work. It will pre- 
pare and distribute suitable temperance 
literature, and will lend all possible aid 
to the friends of no license in every 
city and town. 

While the Temperance Guard aims at 
these results as practicable and possi- 
ble those who see any present possi- 
bility in securing the complete sup- 
pression of the liquor traffic are encour- 
aged to continue their efforts for such 
a result. The committee reasonably 
assumes that a large majority of those 
who have sustained the Republican 
party in the past are in favor of pro- 
gressive temperance legislation and of 
the enforcement of all temperance laws 
in their letter and spirit. 

This movement gives to the friends 
of temperance reason to look for im- 
portant results. Its aims are practi- 
cable. The methods which it proposes 
are reasonable, It antagonizes no 
other temperance movement. There is 


little doubt that the majority of the 


citizens of Massachusetts wish to have 
the results it seeks secured. Though it 
is included within party lines, they are 
much less restricted than those of the 
Prohibition party whose insistence on 
its method is the only worthy one in 
fighting intemperance doomed it to fail- 
ure, The emphatic vote against license 
in many of our cities, and the reduced 
majority iu its favor in others at their 
elections this :nonth indicate a newly 
aroused imterest in favor ef temper- 
ance, and shows that recent signs of a 
change of sentiment by no means im- 
ply that its friends are losing heart. 


We anticipate from this movement a- 


distinct advance in the solution of the 
temperance problem in this state and 
leok for similar movements to follow 
in other states.—Congregationalist.

The woman physician in a 
town may accomplish much good to- 
wards less instructed women by giving 
needed advice in one or’ two talks 
before the girls’ clubs. When she re- 
ceives the grateful thanks of some «of 
hearers after the lecture, she feels 
repaid for her effort in stating simple 
hygiene rules before those who need 
the best conditions of health for daily 
work. Some of the suggestions given 
by Dr. A. B. Withington to girls illus- 
trate the sort of advice most needed. 
She said: ‘‘To be well, you must keep 
well. You cannot go to a doctor té 
procure a magic pill which will cure 
you at once.’’ And again, ‘*Don't eat 
when exhausted; rest a little before 
taking your meal. It is much safer to 
eat too much than too little. We can 
manage more than enough, but to fall 
short of meeting the requirements of 
our organism results in the impoverish- 
ment of our system and the ills that 
follow.’’ It will be noticed that this 
theory explodes the old-fashioned one 
that it is best to leave the table hungry. 
By lectures, talks, and .directions for 
home study, education is being quietly 
diffused, although its methods do not 
appear in State statistics. — Boston Jour- 
nal. 


About Immigration. 


In a recent address by Horace G. 
Wadlin of the Massachusetts Bureau 
of Statistics on ‘‘The Immigration 
Question in Massachusetts,’’ he said, 
‘This problem he regarded as a serious 
phase of the larger.social question. We 
are practically united in the opinion 
that assisted immigration should be re- 
stricted. ; We have reached a point 
where we should consider whether im- 
migration of all classes should be re- 
stricted. Here we find opinion divided. 
It is in the cities that the effect of for- 
eign immigration is most felt. In Bos- 
ton only one-third of the people are of 
native parentage; in Worcester only 
87 in 100; in Fall River 18 in 100; in 
the whole state 44 in 100. In Fall 
River 50 per cent of the voters are of 
foreign birth. In Boston more thana 
quarter of them are. Instead of a Puri- 
tan Commonwealth, asin times gone, 
we have become a country somewhat 
alien in sympathies. The illiteracy in 
Massachusetts is principally in the for- 
eign-born immigrants who never come 
in contact with the public shools. Early 
immigration was mostly for moral rea- 
sons. The people who came to this 
country then were industrious and 
steady. Now, by the rosy pictures of 
the steamboat companies, the contract 
labor employers and other things, all 
is changed... In our large cities may be 
found colonies of aliens only capable of 
the most menial lebor. It is ethically, 
as morally, wreng for us not to try and 
change the condition of these people. 
There must be no secret societies, no 
meetings of English, Irish, or Italian 
‘men or of any other race, here to keep 
alive old political ideas formed in the 
old countries. The Government should 
be in the hands of Americans, not nec- 
essarily American born, but Americans 
in.spirit and idgas.

Then and Now. 


An editorial 14 Education says: 

It ‘is well for céllege boys to‘endure 
some hardness. Few of them are now 
called upon to go through what their 
fathers-or-grandfathers did without a 
murmur, We are reminded of this by 
reading of Pref. Austin Phelps’s col- 
lege days. He was an unusually mature 
boy, and eutered Hobart College, at 
Geneva, N.Y., in the fall of 1833, at 
the age of thirteen years. Writing to 
one of his sons, in 1874, concerning his 
student life, he speaks of it as follows: 
‘My father lived a mile away from the 
college. I had to board and sleep at 
home. The consequence was that I 
had to get up in the {morning at half- 
past five o’clock all winter, and at five 
in the summer, and walk before break- 
fast to the college for a recitation. 
Often it was so dark and stormy that I 
had to take a lantern to see the way. 
Then back to breakfast; then drive the 
cows a mile to pasture; then to college 
again for another recitation; then: 
home to dinner; then to college fora 
third recitation; then to tea; then back 
to college, after driving the cows home; 
then, after an evening’s study, go home 
again about ten o’clock. That was my 
day’s work, day after day and month 
after mohth. I do not remember that 
I ever lost a recitation during the 
whole time.

Mr. Devendorf, the artistic Washing-

Postal Guides. 


The Postal Guide for December says: 
The department deems it quite impor- 
‘tant that all patrons of Post Offices 
should be supplied with the monthly 
Postal Guide. It would be to their in- 
terest and business advantage as well as 
vastly to the interest of the posta) ser 
vice, since it would bring er 
accurate knowledge of the requirenfents 
of that service, would reduce the amount 
of mail matter improperly addressed, 
poorly wrapped and __ insufficiently 
stamped, and would largely diminish the 
number of letters and packages, going to 
the Dead Letter Office. Moreover it will 
keep the people informed of current 
events effecting the service and of inno- 
vations or improvements made. The de- 
partment is without an appropriation 
sufficient to distribute the Postal Guide 
free to the public, and without authority 
of law to sell it. Itis glad to announce, 
however, that an arrangement has been 
made with the publisher by which post- 
masters may order, from time to time, 
any desired number of monthly Postal 
Guides, and may distribute them to the 
public at about cost, one cent a copy, 
Postmaster Marland will procure any 
number of copies that may be desired at 
that price.

In the 
conduct of life their thought was con- 
stantly on the practical application of re- 
ligion to life. The theologians who came 
after them were -not-the-descendants_of 
the Pilgrims. The faith of the Pilgrims 
expressed itself in life rather than in 
theological formulas. hey were faith- 
ful to what they believed and endeavored 
to be consistent, and were'so in the main. 
They had no quarrel with bishops and 
other ‘ecclesiastical dignitaries. Their 
quarrel was with the unjust application 
of power by the bishops. This it was 
that sent them over here. In all their 
relations they were liberal in the applica- 
tion of doctrine to others about them. 
They did not exalt ascetic:sm, but made 
large concessions to other people’s views 
and practices. How did they develop 
this ye! practical life and religion? 
They had one plain, simple idea in view 
and were peculiarly fortunate in ihe men 
who led them. They were not so fortu- 
nate, however, in their ministers. One 
was described as a a rascal, an- 
other as a érazy-heatléd ‘fellow, and still 
another was forced to leave on account 
of other peculiarities.

HE WORKED T00 HARD 


SENATOR FP. B. PLUMB OF KANSAS 
DIES OF APOPLEXY. 


Doctor Had Warned Him That He Was 
Wearing Out His Constitution, but He 
Disregarded the Advice, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—‘Oh, my God; 
my head, my head, my head!” exclaimed 
Senator Preston B. Plumbof KanSas at 
£:45 o’clock Sunday morning, and afew 


minutes later he fell unconscious, never to" 


regain knowledge of what was going on 
about him. A little more than’five hours 
afterward, the broad-framed, powerful 


“looking Kansas senator was stretched out 


dead in his modest apartments on Four- 
teenth street. His physician, Dr. Philip 
S. Wales; his clerk, B. W. Flenniken, and 
his landlord, Mr. Jennings, were with 
him at the end. His wife and two chil- 
dren are in Kansas. Death came from 
apoplexy, the result of exhaustion of the 
brain, 

It wasa case of overwork and inattention 
to the laws of nature. The senator has been 
known for years as the most pushing, en- 
ergetic, hard-working member of the sen- 
ate. A year ago he began to fail,his brain 
became affected and throbbing headaches 
became more and more frequent. His 
physicians warned him that continuance 
of his labor meant death, but he refused to 
heed their warnings. He continued to 
work with the energy of asteany engine 
until yesterday, when still apparenty in 
full vigor and with many years of life be 
fore him, he died. : 
€ The deceased senator leaves a wife and 
five children. Two daughters are now at 
Emporia with Mrs. Plumb. Two sons are 
at school in Pennsylvania, and the third is 
confined to a hospital in Philadelphia by a 
serious ailment... 

Funeral Services at the Capitol. 

At 10 0’clock this morning the body of 
the senator was taken to the marble room 
in the senate wing of the Capitol. It was 
escorted by the Capitol police, in charge 
of the sergeant-at-arms. At1o’clock the 
body was removed to the senate chamber, 
where funeral services were. held, con- 
ducted by Rev. J. G. Butler, chaplain of 
the senate. The following attended the 
services: The president, the members of 
the cabinet, the chief justice and the asso- 
ciate justices of the supreme court, mem- 
bers of the house of representatives, the 
diplomatic corps, the general commanding 
the army and the senior admiral of the 
navy. Other friends of the late senator in 
this city were in the gallery of the senate. 


The Senator’s Career. 

Senator Plumb was born in Delaware 
county, O., Oct. 12, 1837. He left the common 
schools for the printer’s case and, as a jouraey- 
man printer, went in i856 to Kansas, where he 
plunged into the thick of the political strife 
then waging over the slavery question. Heat 
once went to the front and was chosen a mem- 
ber of the Leavenworth constitutional con- 
vention in 1859. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1861; served in the Kansas legislature in 
1866, being chairman of the judiciary commit- 
tee and was subsequen eporter of the su- 
preme court. When theswar broke out he en- 
tered the army as second lieutenant, and was 
commissioned a colonel in 1862, After the war 
Mr. Plumb was elected a member and speaker 
of the Kansas house of representatives, and in 
1826 was chosen United States senator to suc- 
ceed James M. Harvey, Republican. He took 
his seat in 1877, and has represented his state 
asa senator ever since. His term of office 
would have expired March 3, 1805, 

Undoubtedly Senator Plumb stamped his 
strong individuality upon the legislative his- 
tory of the United States in more permanent 
character than have the majority of his col- 
leagues. He was a man of most positive 
views, but always had a keen appreciation of 
the line of separation between the impracti- 
cable and the expedient. He was devoted to 
Republican principles, but he never hesitated 
to point out what he regarded as mistakes in 
the policy outlined by the party leaders, and 
to use his best efforts to correct them. He 
was git Line 14 fitted to grasp details, and he 
amply exercised that faculty as a member, of 
the senate committee on appropriations. It 
was generally understood among his brother 
senators that : 

Senator Plumb Was Unimpeachable 
in any statement he made concerning the in- 
tricate machinery of the government service. 
He was chairman of the committee on public 
lands and a member of the committee on ag- 
riculture, executive departments, meat prod- 
ucts and the administrativeservice of the sen- 


ate, Mr. Plumb's social qualities were highly 
esteemed in Washington. He was wealthy, 
and in addition to his senatorial duties he 
was.actively concerned in railroad: and in- 


dustrial enterprises, and was widely known 
in finanrial circles as an indefatigable pro- 
moter. 


HONORED BY KANSAS. 


Arrival of Senator Plumb’s Remains at 
Topeka—His Widow Shows Bravery, 
TOPEKA, Kan., Dee, 23,.—The state offi- 

cials of Kansas, prominent citizens and 

representatives of the Grand Army and 
other organizations left Topeka last eyen- 
ing for Kansas City on a special train to 
meet the committee in charge of the late 

Senator Plumb. Upon the 

Kansas City of the Washington special 

this morning the .remains and the com- 

mitteé- of- honor —-were_transferred to the 

Santa Fe special train in waiting and con- 

ducted to Topeka.. At Topeka thé train 

was met by an inimense concourse of citi- 
zens and the body escorted to the capitol 
where it lay instate a few. hours in the 
senate chamber, which was appropriately 

draped with mourning emblems. At 2 

o'clock the special train will proceed to 

Emporia, where, after proper ceremonies 

and final honors,the body will be interred. 
Mrs. Plumb is still bearing up bravely, 

The ladies of Emporia, who have been her 
very intimate friends for years, are doing 
everything in their power to alleviate her 
grief. It is feared the strain upon the al- 
ready enfeebled health of Mrs, Plumb will 
be too much for her and cause a relapse.

ASKED TO STEP OUT. 


Mercier Cabinet Dismissed by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor of Quebec. 


QUEBEC, Dec. 17.—Lieutenant Governor 
Angers has sent a message to the local cabi- 
net, dismissing it from office. Mr, De- 
boucherville has been called upon to form 
a new cabinet. It is generally believed the 
house will shortly be called and that gen- 
eral elections are near at hand. 

It has been shown in evidence before the 
commission that Ernest Pacaud paid part 
of the $100,000 he received to some of the 
of the ministers, including Mercier him- 
self, and Provincial Secretary Charles 
Langalier. :

tive branch of the legislature. 


DE BOUCHERVILLE’S CABINET.

The new government is: considered ex- 
ceptionally strong, and the coming electo- 
ral struggle between it and Mercier and 
his followers is certain to be exceedingly 
bitter. 


FRIENDS ONCE MORE. 


Italy to Send an Embassador to America 
to Replace Baron Fava. 


_ Rog, Dec. 18,—Italy is to send a minis- 
ter to Washington in place of Baron Fava, 
who was recalled from America in conse- 
quence of the New Orleans lynching. The 
name of the proposed minister has not yet 
been announced, The government has 
concluded to take this course without 
waiting for an assurance from the Ameri- 
can president that the constitution will 
be changed so as to afford more protection 
to foreigners. 

Rudini has learned semi-officially that it 
was beyond the power of the president to 
give such assurance. Baron Fava remains 
in favor with the Italian government and 
will possibly succeed Count Menabre, the 
Italian ambassador in Paris, who has rep- 
resented Italy in Paris since 1882. He is 
about to retire on account of old age. 


TO SUCCEED PROCTOR. 


Stephen B. Elkins to Have a Seat in 
the President's Cabinet. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18,—President Har- 
rison has nominated Hon, Stephen B, EI- 
kins for secretary of war. 

Mr. Elkins reached Washington Wed- 
nesday, but kept himself in strict se@lu- 
sion at the house of afriend, Many tele- 
grams addressed to him were delivered at 
the Normandie, bat Mr. Elkins was not 
there through the day. His movements 
yesterday were quiet and seclusive. 


A Long Island Industry. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22,—The department 
of agriculture announces that inspectors 
of the bureau of animal industry on Long 
Island have unearthed an abbatoir at New- 
ton Creek, devoted entirely to the slaugh- 
ter of broken-down, crippled horses. Many 
ofthese-horses were diseased, and some 
were affected with glanders. It was found 
that most of the meat was corned and put 
up for export as family beef. Seventy-five 
tierces of meat were seized and sent to the 
offal dock.

MAJOR'S TOUGH EXPERIENCE. . 


Pinned Down by His Engine for Thirtess 
Hoars, with Only His Head Above Water. 
A special coal train on the Columbia 

and Puget Sound railroad, coming 
down from -Cedar mountain, was 
thrown from the track by acow near 
Elliott and the engine and eight cars 
were duinped into Cedar river. Thomas 
W. Major, the engineer, stuck to his 
post and was carried down withthe 
wreck into the water, and with a 
broken leg and crushed ankles war 
‘forced to lie in terrible agony for thir 
teen hours pinned down by the engine 
in the cold water. 

The river is a cold mountain stream 
and it was swelled considerably by re- 
cent rains, The cab had turned over 
on its side and Major's feet had become 
wedged into the iron work around the 
throttle and he was almost submerged 
in the cold water. To add to this awful 
situation the steam from some broken 
pipe was escaping and threatened to 
scald the unfortunate man. All the 
lights had gone out in the crash and it 
was at first difficult to get at the en- 
gineer. Finally one of the men found 
a scoop shovel and got down and held 
it in front of Major’s face to shield him 
from the scalding steam. Another 
found a way in and by standing in the 
water he was able to hold the en- 
gineer’s head out of water and bathed 
the already scalded face, 

It was found impossible to pull him 
out. By reaching down in the water 
the fireman succeeded in getting at the 
valve, which allowed the steam to be 
blown off, and that danger was averted. 
One of the brakemen ran up the track 
to Denton, three miles away, and tele- 
graphed the fact of the wreck to Seat- 
tle. A wrecking train was immediately 
inade up and arrived at the scene. 

Major had been in the water for 
nearly four hours, and there was still 
no way to get him out. He was in such 
tertible pains at times that he would 
vg his companions to put an end to 

his sufferings by killing him. . They 
gave him every stimulant that ¢ould 
be had, but he frequently became un- 


It was impossible to lift the engine, 
and the wrecking crew put itt its ener- 
gies upon the throddle lever 
and the circular of steel that held 
the engineer's feet. Long cold chisels 
where brougtit, and, while one man 
would hold: theend of one under water, 
the’ other would strike. The chisel 
would rebound, and it would require a 
long time to find the same place again. 
It was only after thirteen hours of 
incessant work that the engineer was 
liberated from his terrible position. He 
was placed on cushions and brought to 
Seattle immediatély. - An examination 
disclosed that the left leg was broken 
half way between the knee and the 
foot, and both ankles were frightfully 
bruised.—Seattle Post-Intelligencer.

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THE DEATH AN IRREPARABLE 
Loss. he 


The gloom of Wednesday morning 
seemed measurably deepened when as a 
sudden shock, came the sorrowful intel- 
ligence that Hon. George Lucien Davis 
had passed away at the family residence, 


|; corner of Main and Elm Streets, a few 


minutes before ten o'clock, aged 75 years 
6 months, 6 days. 

On the 16inst. he made a business trip 
to Worcester, in company with his son, 
Mr. George G. Davis, and never appeared 
in more excellent health; the following 
day he contracted a slight cold but at- 


| tended to business as usual Friday and 


Saturday, Sunday he remained away 
from church, and little did the congrega- 
think that before the dawn of 
another Sabbath morning that familiar 


| form would be laid away to rest and gone 
| from mortal sight for ever. 


The family 
physician was called Sunday and treated 
him for an ordinary cold. Mr. Davis was 
at the office Munday, and Tuesday the 


| physician called again but considered the 


ailment a bad cold; toward evening Mr. 
Davis grew woise. Wednesday morning 
the physician pronounced the case hope- 
less, and Mr. George G. Davis was noti- 
fied and his father died within twenty 
minutes after his arrival at the bedside. 
The cause of—death was pronounced by 
the physician to be heart failure. 

Mr. Davis was fully concious to the 
last, he was not known to have any con 
stitutional malady and seemingly .a vig- 
orous and healthy man, his sudden de- 
mise is quite incomprehensible to many. 

Hon. George Lucien Davis was the 
seventh lineal descendent of William Da- 


| vis, who was of Roxbury in 1642, and was 


the eldest son of Jonathan and Betsey 
(Gilbert) Davis of Oxford. Here he re- 
ceived the advantages of the public school 
education; which was supplemented by 
those ofa select school. During the win- 
ter of 1834-5 he taught in the neighbor- 
ing town of Sutton. The following 
Spring he removed to Andover, and en- 
tered the employ of Messrs. Barnes, Gil- 
bert and Richardson, to learn the trade 


' of a machinist under the direction of his 
‘uncle, Mr. Gilbert. 


When the firm re- 
moved their business to this town in 
1836, Mr. Davis still continued in their 
service; and in. 1841, when anew partner 
ship was formed, Mr. Davis was received 


| as thejunior member of the firm—Gil- 


bert, Gleason and Davis. Another change 
in the management in 1851, left Mr. Dav- 
is and Mr. Charles Furber sole proprie- 
tors of the manufactory, until the death 
of the junior member in 1857. Other 
persons have from time to time been al- 
lowed to become members of the firm, 
but business was conducted under the 
name of Davis and Furber until 1882 and 
now as a corporation, it is known as 
the Davis and Furber Machine Company, 

Mr. Davis’ experience as a manufactu- 
rer of woolen machinery extends through 
a period of half a century and it is a rare 
privilege accorded to but few men, to 
glance backward through so many years 
and present a record so honorable. In 
business circles he was reputed through- 
out the country, and few were named 
with more reapect; as one of his business 
partners said of him, ‘‘He was a man 
among ten thousand.” 

In civil life Mr. Davis figured promi- 
nently, his ideas were progressive and as 
a representative Republican he served 
this district in the State Senate for four 
years faithfully and with honor.. He was 
often moderator at town meetings, emi- 
nent in political conventions for years, 
and a strong advocate of the protection 
of home industries. 

He has been President of the Bay State 
National Bank for about 23 years and 
vice-president of the Essex Savings Bank 
of Lawrence, about a quater of a century 
He was treasurer of Davis and Furber 
Machine Co., and also. president of the 
following concerns; Lawrence Gas Co., 
Cabot. Manufacturing Co.,. Brunswick, 
Me. ; Norway Plains Co., Rochester, NV; 
Winthrop Mills, Winthrop, Me.; Lymans- 
ville Co., Providence, R.1.; and one of 
the stockholaers of the Andover Press, 
and promoters of the Townsman. He was 
alsoa director of the Merrick Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company. 

He devoted considerable time to the 
compilation of a very valuable ‘‘Genealo- 
ly of the Davis Family’ which he 
published in 1884. A fly leaf bears 
this quotation from Daniel Webster, 


-*“*There is a moral and philisophical re- 


spect for our ancestors, which elevates 

the character and improves the heart.’ 
He was also_a member of the Home 

Market Club, Boston, and connected with 


other associations, Mr. Davis has prpba- | 


bly built more woolen machinery than 
any man. in the country, and even up to 
the time of death was contemplating im- 
provements and changes in mechanical 
devices. His habits in life were simple, 
well ordered and-regular, in, keeping-with 
his thoroughly American ancestry. | He 
was punctual at his desk and in active 
control of the varied-business interests 
till the time of his death. 

Oct, 27, 1841, he married Harriet Knee- 
land Roberts at Andover, a most estima- 
ble lady, whose death, the result of an 
untimely accident, occurred March 8, 
18s). To them was born twelve children, 
four sons and eight daughters, of whom, 
all but two have been taken. Mr. George 
Gilbert Davis of Boston and Mrs. Alice 
{Davis) Sack of Providence, R. I. alone 
remaining as representatives of this large 
family. .He also ‘leaves eight grand- 
children of whom he was very, fond. 


The ties which bound Mr. Davis close- 
ly to his family have been broken one by 
one and he .bére thesé afflictions with 
wonderful fortitude, but through all his 
own misfortunes @nd disappdintmentehe 
was ever mindful of and sought ia many 
many. to lightey the tronbles of others. 

One sister survives bim, Mrs, Abbie 
Learned (Davis), wife of Rev. William ‘T. 
Briggs of East Douglass. 

Mr. Davis’ connection with the Congre- 
gational Chureh dates from May 2, 1852, 
a period of nearly forty years. He join- 
ed during the pastorate of Rev. Mr. 


Briggs, and was elected deacon Nov. 11, | 


1857, serving until Aug. 1, 1884, when he 
resigned, after a continuous service of 26 
years. He was a regular attendant at 


‘church service anda liberal contributor 


to its support and maintenance. Other 
educational, charitable, and religious as- 


saciations Pere benefipinrign .af ys ox ; dered the. song ‘Be Joyful,’’ and was fol- 


emplary benevolence. - 

To Abbot Academy, Andover, he gave 
Davis Hall and subsequently was made 
one of the academic trustees, a position 
ayhich he continued to retain. He also 


had largely. to do with establishing our | 


Public Library. This however was only 
charactétistic of his unselfishness. The 


extent of his benevolence will never be | 


known as his gifts were often privately 
bestowed, and not given as is so often 
the case with others, when given at all, 
simply for. ostentation. Sometimes his 
kindly spirit and desire to help others 
caused him severe losses, and at other 


times he was victimized by unscrupulous | 


men. 

Mr. Davis was endowed with rare so- 
cial qualities, never better displayed prob- 
ably, than when in company with his 


| wife, he formerly attended the church 


social gatherings, although ready at all, 


times to offer cheering words and encour- | 


age good works. In fraternal circles he 
was unknown and he cared but little for 
the pomp and praises of men, preferring 


| the dignity and pleasures of aquiet home 


life. That the community has lost its 


best citizen has been well said and the |
